LET ME MAKE A FEW SERIOUS REMARKS. THE SITUATION DOUGLAS 
DILLON AND AMERICA FACED A DECADE AND A HALF AGO HAS 
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PROFOUNDLY CHANGED. NOW - PARTLY BECAUSE OF THE VERY 
SUCCESS OF PAST POLICIES - WE ARE EXPERIENCING THE BIRTH 
PANGS OF A NEW ORDER. WE FACE A NEW DIMENSION OF 
CHALLENGES, MORE PERVASIVE AND COMPLEX, WITH PERILS AT 
ONCE MORE SUBTLE AND PROFOUND. A NEW WORLD IS EMERGING - 
A WORLD WHOSE PEOPLES ARE INTERLINKED BY TECHNOLOGY AND 
GLOBAL COMMUNICATION, BY THE COMMON DANGER OF NUCLEAR WAR, 
AND BY THE WORLDWIDE THRUSTS OF HUMAN NEEDS; A WORLD IN 
WHICH TRADITIONAL STRUCTURES AND TENETS OF DIPLOMACY ARE 
BEING OVERWHELMED. 

WE FACE A NEW AND FUNDAMENTAL CRISIS OF THE INTERNATIONAL 
SYSTEM. INFLATION IS A GLOBAL PHENOMENON INFECTING ALL 
SOCIETIES AND CLEARLY BEYOND THE POWER OF ANY NATIONAL 
GOVERNMENT TO CONTROL ALONE. THE THREAT OF MASS STARVA- 
TION IS AN AFFRONT TO OUR VALUES AND AN INTOLERABLE 
THREAT TO OUR HOPES FOR A BETTER WORLD. THE ABRUPT RISE 
OF ENERGY COSTS, AND THE LOOMING THREAT OF ECONOMIC 
STAGNATION AND COLLAPSE, THREATEN TO UNDERMINE THE 
ECONOMIC SYSTEM THAT NOURISHED THE WORLD'S WELL-BEING FOR 
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OVER 30 YEARS. 

NEVER HAS THE WORLD MORE URGENTLY REQUIRED MAJOR AMERICAN 
INITIATIVES. NEVER HAVE OUR ECONOMIC STRENGTHS AND OUR 
POLITICAL PURPOSES BEEN MORE CLOSELY LINKED. NEVER HAS 
AMERICA'S TRADITIONAL OPTIMISM, VIGOR, AND CREATIVITY 
BEEN MORE ESSENTIAL. 

SUGGESTED TALKING POINTS (CONT'D) 

AND IN NO MAN ARE THESE THREE QUALITIES MORE CLEARLY 
REPRESENTED THAN IN CHUCK ROBINSON. HE HAS PROCEEDED FROM 
A GLOBAL VISION AT A TIME WHEN NATIONAL SOLUTIONS WERE 
INCREASINGLY INADEQUATE. HE HAS WORKED TO MODERNIZE AND 
STRENGTHEN THE TIES WHICH BIND EUROPE, JAPAN AND THE 
UNITED STATES - THE BACKBONE OF OUR PROSPERITY AND OUR 
SECURITY. HE HAS BEEN AT THE FOREFRONT OF THOSE AMERICAN 
BUSINESSMEN WHO RECOGNIZED THE NECESSITY TO FIND NEW AND 
COMMON GROUND BETWEEN THE ASPIRATIONS OF THE DEVELOPING 
NATIONS AND THE INTERESTS OF THE DEVELOPED WORLD. AND HE 
HAS STRIVEN TO BUILD ECONOMIC RELATIONS WITH THE 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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COMMUNIST POWERS TO PROVIDE AN ESSENTIAL ECONOMIC DIMEN- 
SION AND INCENTIVE FOR DETENTE. 

THE GREEKS HAD MEN OF CHUCK ROBINSON'S STATURE IN MIND 
WHEN THEY DEFINED HAPPINESS AS "THE EXERCISE OF VITAL 
POWERS ALONG LINES OF EXCELLENCE IN A LIFE AFFECTING THEM 
SCOPE." NO POSITION IN THIS OR ANY OTHER DEPARTMENT OF 
THE GOVERNMENT WILL TEST THOSE POWERS MORE FULLY. NO 
MAN IS MORE EMINENTLY QUALIFIED TO MEET THE IMMENSE 
CHALLENGE NOW BEFORE US.
